S a n F r a n c is c :^ , October 1 8 .— The 
Cham ber of Commerce held its regu­ 
lar quarterly meeting to-day and con­ 
sidered a number of topics of general 
importance. Resolutions were adopted 
iu regard to the forcible occupation 
of the Samoan Islands by German 
troops. 
The 
resolutions 
enter 
a 
strong protest against such uction on 
the part of Germany and declare that 
it is the duty of the United States 
Government to protect the interests of 
its citizens in the islands by such vig­ 
orous action as may be consistent 
with national self respect. The reso­ 
lutions on the subject further declare 
as follows: 
Resolved, That as representatives of 
the commercial interests of the princi­ 
pal maritime body of the Pacific coast, 
this Cham ber of Commerce respect­ 
fully enters its protest against the 
policy of armed occupation of defense­ 
less islands in the Pacific ocean in or­ 
der to force foreign commerce, which 
B h o u ld be developed on the basis of 
m erit and mutual advantage. 
Resolved, That this policy, if per­ 
m itted without protest, will probably 
result in the armed occupation of the 
Hawaiian islands by some Eurojiean 
power in the near future, and it is a 
duty our government owes its citizens, 
to prevent this by tho enunciation of a 
national policy which shall command 
attention ami respect. 
Resolved, That while wc recognize 
with mortification and regret tho fact 
that t h e United States is possessed of 
no respectable naval force wherewith 
to protect American interests a b r o a d , 
w h a t e v e r force we have B h o u ld at this 
time keep close watch over ¡he Pacific 
Islands, especially the Hawaiian and 
S a m o a n groups. 
Resolved, That these resolir ons be 
presented to the California delegation 
in C mgress, with a request that they 
be presented to the Senate and House 
of Representatives on tho convening 
of the Fiftieth Congress.

OTIIRR PETITIONS. 
A memorial was adopted asking 
Congress to extend the same support 
to the American steamship Hues us is 
now enjoyed by the subsidized compa­ 
nies of foreign countries. 
A memorial addressed to Congress 
and asking for the rehabilitation of 
the man-of-war H artfoid was also 
adopted, as were resolutions favoring 
the establishment by Congress of a 
naval reserve, to consist of officers and 
men in the m erchant service.

JAY GOULD AND SAGE SUED. 


F o rty M illion A cres of G overn­ 
m e n t Land Open to S ettle­ 
m ent in New Mexico.

M i n n e a p o l is , October 18.—The Gen­ 
eral Assembly, Knights of Labor, in 
executive session this morning, passed 
a resolution that the assembly adjourn 
at the close of to-morrow morning’s 
session and that all tho speeches be 
limited to three miuutes. 
The rules were then suspended and 
the committee on strikes and boycotts 
made another report, which was re­ 
ferred to the General Executive Board. 
Section 5 of the constitution was 
amended in the sense that local as­ 
semblies must attach themselves to 
either State, District or National As­ 
sembly. 
Mileage was fixed at tour 
cents a mile. 
Miss Barry then presented Mr. 
Powderly. for his wife, in behalf of 
the General Assembly, with a portrait 
of himself. 
A special session will 1m* 
held to-night to rush business in view 
of to-morrow’s adjournment. 


w o m a n ’s w o r k . 
At the afternoon session the plan of 
establishing a department of Woman’s 
Work was udopted. 
Further action makes it compulsory 
on the General Executive Board to 
issue charters for national trade as­ 
semblies when the haml trades desir­ 
ing it comply with the law instead of 
having advisory power as now. 
Another recommendation adopted 
was to the effect that a trade local at­ 
tached to a State ordered district as­ 
sembly may. on paym ent of dues and 
assessments, withdraw and join the 
Nationul district of its trade, and also 
retire in the same manner, provided it 
retire to the body to which it formerly 
belonged. 
Individuals who join mixed locals 
and afterwards take transfers to trade 
locals can be coni|>eUed to pay the dif­ 
ference, if any, in the initiation feos. 
Another am endm ent was that mem­ 
bers in arrears six months he dropped 
from the rolls; and also one making 
the maintenance of

of self-protect ion 
against the organized bands of robbers 
and murderers who have run riot in 
these counties.

Ryan affair so far has been the arrest 
of two and tho lynching of three of the 
gang. 
Officers are after the others.

M inett, of Canton, 111., and W. S. 
Hosenschill, of San Francisco, two 
young shipwrecked seamen, arrived at 
Castle Garden this afternoon on the 
steamer Queen. They shipped from 
Philadelphia on August lsth on the 
hark Oasis. 
There were nineteen 
souls aboard, including the Captain’s 
wife. 
On September 2d a tidal-wave 
struck the vessel 500 pules east of 
Newfoundland.

A t l a n t a , October 18.—The mom 
ing was cloudy, showing possibility of 
rain.

The Presidential 
party did not retire until 2 o'clock this 
morning, it having been found impossi­ 
ble to get their baggage through the 
crowds to the rooms earlier. 


A MORNING CALL. 
At 1 r. m . the President and Vice­ 
President of the Exposition called at 
President Cleveland’s rooms and es­ 
corted the President, Mrs. Cleveland 
and Postmaster-General Vilas to the 
Capitol, where they were received by 
Governor Gordon and the visiting 
Governors, ¡Supremo Court of 
the 
•State, members of the Governor’s 
stall’, United States officials, municipal 
authorities and members of the I.egÍ8- 
lature. 


PUBLIC PROCEEDINGS. 
The ceremony over, the distinguish­ 
ed visitors escorted by Governor Gor­ 
don,Senators Brown,and Colquitt and 
accompanied by the visiting governors 
and many other ]>eople of distinction, 
proceeded to tho Exposition grounds. 
A nationul salute was fired as the pro 
cession entered the enclosure anil pro­ 
ceeded to the s|»eaker’8 stand, where 
11. W. Grady, Vice President of the 
Exposition, in a brief but eloquent 
speech, extended a welcome to the 
President. 
CLEVELAND’S SPEECH. 
The President in reply gave a brief 
sketch of Atlanta’s early history, its 
rapid growth and terrible destruction 
during the war of the rebellion. 
“ I 
have lately seen,” said he, “evidences 
of tho activity and perseverance of the 
people of the United States in the 
creation of prosperoUB and bustling 
cities, aud in overcoming difficulties 
that are inseparable from new' senti­ 
ments and the growth of new cities. 
But it seems to me that an elem ent of 
heroism is added by the 
people 
who View without despair the destruc­ 
tion of all they have wrought; who 
begin again to build their waste places 
and who in spite of the greatest dis­ 
couragement, evince a detcimination 
to reach their destiny.

A BLACK HOLE. 
Haw the 
S*pr*me Court Iu 
H o u s e d i n I.o s 
A n g e le s . 
Editors Herald.—Tho Supreme 
Court of the State is now in session in 
Los Angeles. The court is a grave, 
decorous, intellectual-looking body of 
men, who seem worthy to fill their 
high and responsible positions us 
Justices of the Supreme judicatory of 
the great and wealthy State of Cali 
foruia. The court holds its sessions 
in a small dingy room in the Downey 
Block over the Commercial Restau­ 
rant. The fumes from the restaurant 
kitchens, mingled with other odors, 
the noise of dashing pots and pans 
and clattering plates, the sonorous 
periods of some 
members of the 
Southern California bar and the occa­ 
sional grave utterance of one of the 
Judges create rather a discordant and 
heterogeneous combination of scents 
and sounds in the court room of the 
highest 
judicial 
forum 
of the 
great and wealthy State of California. 
Curiosity led me into the court room 
one day last week and I found some 
San Bernardino lawyers arguing an 
appeal from the Superior Court of 
that county, in which a claim to 400 
hogs was involved. It seemed to me 
a fit place to contend for hogs. I said 
above that the court was held in a 
“dingy room.” I should more proper­ 
ly have described it as a dirty hole. 
The room lias once been hard-fin­ 
ished but the plastering is cracked 
and broken, the lath is exposed in 
places, and w here it is sound, is fly 
specked and discolored; the dirty floor 
had on it two or three strips of dirty 
matting; half a dozen wiuusor chairs 
are scattered around it, 
“Fit receptacles for the indurated ham« of 
Galley Slave*;” 
A tin horse bucket is in one corner- 
just over Judge Tem ple’s head—and 
a tin cup is fastened to the wall w ith 
an iron chain. (I suppose this is 
where they take the Judges to drink !) 
The room and its fitting up is a dis­ 
grace to the great and wealthy State 
of California, and is calculated to bring 
the court into contempt. This room 
is used by the court less than one 
month and its rental ought not to be 
more than $10. All of which is paid 
for by the great and wealthy St .te of 
California. 
But then I suppose the officers who 
hire and furnish it think anything is 
;ood enough for Southern California. 
_ would like to know how this court­ 
room ami fitting up compares with tho 
room of the court in Sacramento and 
San Francisco. 
The Supreme Court meets here again 
in April next. Would it not be well, 
Mr. Editors, to start a subscription 
paper to get decent quarters for it at 
its next session in Southern California? 
We contribute little in the way of tax­ 
es, and the State seem s so poor that it 
would be an act of charity to pass 
around the hat for the great and 
wealthy State of California.

The hospital for invalids which has 
for some tim e been fostered by the 
St. Paul’s Episcopal Church, recently 
changed its location from 123 South 
Olive to No. 31 Sand street. 
A H e r a l d reporter was yesterday 
shown through the 
building, and 
found everything arranged in a m an­ 
ner especially for convenience and 
facility in caring for patients. 
The management is in no way finan­ 
cially embarrassed, but thinks that 
the laudable object for which the 
institution has been established should 
induce all charitably disposed persons 
to respond liberally^ to the calls which 
may from time to time be made. 
The name of the hospital will be 
changed from the I/O» Angeles Hospi­ 
tal and Horne for Invalids to that of 
St. Paul’s Hospital and Home for In ­ 
valids. It is founded upon the most 
liberal basis, íb non-secturian, and in 
many other ways is well calculated to 
accomplish its mission in a manner 
satisfactory to all concerned. 
Ita work is truly one of benev­ 
olence, 
its 
chief 
purpose 
being 
to m inister to suffering humanity 
without regard to nationality or relig­ 
ion, and to afford a retreat where the 
sick can be proi>crly and tenderly 
cared for. The aims of the institution 
are broad and lil>eral, and it is hoped 
by the management that the public- 
spirited citizens of Los Angeles will 
respond so liberally in striving to assist 
it th a t it may be enabled in a short 
tim e to furnish free wards, which will 
ho of incalculable benefit to the city. 
The steps so far taken have teen 
purely of a preparatory nature, and 
the officers chosen will servo until the 
annual election in January, when all 
the members will have a voice in the 
election of 
successors. 
The 
fol­ 
lowing are the Board of Directors at 
the present time. 
Rev. K. Birdsall, J. F. Towell, Mrs. 
W. H . Workman, Mrs. I.W . Heilman, 
Mrs. W. H. Perry, Mrs. Burdette 
Chandler, Mrs. Frank Boiler, Mrs. 
Spence, Mrs. J. A. Anderson and 
Mrs. C. F. Fox. 
The building now used by the m an­ 
agement could hardly have been more 
conveniently arranged or better adapt­ 
ed to the purposes of a hospital, if 
it had been specially designed for that 
purpose. It is a large, two and one- 
half story frame house, containing six­ 
teen rooms, entrance to all of which 
is had from a large hall running the 
entire length oi the building. 
Each 
of the rooms is supplied with an elec­ 
tric bell, by means of which the in­ 
m ate may summon assistance from 
the waiting room. The hospital for 
some time at least, is very well pro­ 
vided for by a donation from the St. 
Paul's Episcopal church, c nsisting of 
four lots, in the Episcopal Church 
tract, valued at $12,000. 
Besides 
those, there is a long subscription 
list consisting of household furniture, 
money and edibles, which it is thought 
by the management will completely 
furnish the building.

Lost week the Santa Ana papers put 
forth well-grounded claims for an ex 
paneion of certain industries in and 
about that thriving town. 
Foremost 
, among the things needed was a can­ 
nery to take care of the fruits which 
ripen, and under existing circumstan­ 
ces go to waste in the orchards therea­ 
bouts. 
And Santa Ana is not singular 
in this respeot. We chance to know 
from personal observation that at Ana­ 
heim the sa n e deplorable state of 
¡ affairs is noticeable. 
The saíne may 
be said of Downey City and Los Nie­ 
tos. 
In fact, there are few places in 
th e 
county 
where 
there 
not 
a 
crying 
demand 
for 
som e enterprising person or firm to go 
in and establish better facilities for 
handling tli© fruit crops, a large por­ 
, , tion of which now goes to waste. 
!, In the places nam ed atjove, during 
th e entire summer past, and up to 
th e present moment, there have been 
countless tons of fruit falling from the 
trees and rotting for the simple reason 
that there was no one to take the mat­ 
ter up and attend to getting it to mar­ 
ket. 
While peaches of the finest 
varieties, and some of them measur­ 
ing a foot arouud, were rotting be­ 
neath the trees in orchards within two 
hours of Ives Angeles, our fruit mer­ 
chants were getting five caw some days 
from Vacaville for the local market. 
A fruit grower at Glendale, just out­ 
sid e the city limits, hada good deal 
of fruit which he tried to sell to local 
dealers. They would not make him 
an offer for it. 
He loaded a wagon 
one day, and set out to peddle it in 
the streets—with the result that before 
h e got to the Dtfcrney avenue bridge 
he had sold every pound of it at two 
cents per pound. 
While so much of our fruit has been 
lost for lack of some way to get it to 
¡m arket, the growers in the central 
counties of the State have been selling 
all their good fruits to those who ship 
¡ to Eastern markets. 
W hat was not 
Went across the continent was sold to 
th e canners, and during the month of 
Septem ber a great deal 
of 
these 
canned goods were sent to the East 
from Sacramento, Oakland, San Jose 
and other up-country cities. 
It is a well-known fact that the 
m arkets of the East are excellent for 
all sorts of good fruit, whether shipped 
in a natural state, canned or dried. 
Not one ton of our fruit should have 
been wasted this season. 
It should 
all have been disposed of at good 
prices. 
Tho trouble all lies in the fact that 
we are all turned real estate dealers, 
and none of us will pay attention to 
anything else. 
But this is all wrong, 
although perhaps quite natural. It is 
our fruit crops, of all other circum­ 
stances, outside of our climate, which 
have given value to our lands. Outside 
of clim atic considerations, it is upon 
our fruit crops that we must rely for 
th e future to uphold the values at 
w hich realty is held. 
We have 
found 
out 
what 
our 
soil 
is 
worth 
for such purpose*», and we 
propose to hold it at prices quite justi­ 
fiable because of the revenue it will 
yield when devoted to fruit culture un­ 
der intelligent care. 
W hat we would point out is this: 
T here are openings for capital in other 
aven nos ol investment besides that of 
speculating in lands. For men with a 
m oderate am ount of money and some 
years of life still before them , no bet­ 
ter business opening exiHts in the 
Union 
than 
th at 
of 
handling 
th e 
fruit product* 
of 
some 
of 
these 
nourishing 
interior 
towns. 
It 
may 
not yield 
so 
large 
re­ 
turns as speculation in a short tim e; 
but it will be permanent. 
A man go­ 
ing into it will have a money-making 
proposition for all time to come. 
Nor 
w ill these openings remain long unoc­ 
cupied. 
They will attract attention, 
and Home shrew d people will take 
them up. 
Every town in the valley 
should have its fruithouae to handle 
and ship to m arket all our fruits in all 
their varied forms. 
The greater p;irt 
of this county will, at no distant day, 
b e devoted to fruit culture, and each 
house started w ill grow into a stable 
concern for all tim e to come. 


Thm President's tour is drawing to 
t daw . He. has crossed the great 


midland states of the Union to St. 
Louis. 
From there he has visited 
the great Northwestern states, going 
up as far as Minneapolis. 
His course 
then lay to Omaha, and now he has 
traversed a large portion oí the South. 
It is certainly a hopeful sign when we 
follow our Chief Magistrate, thus en­ 
thusiastically welcomed iu i ll sections 
of our common country. Mr. Cleve­ 
land received a large vote in every 
state iu the Union. 
In his elec- 
tioriThe National principle triumphed 
ami the sectional heresy died. 
His 
predecessors for a long timp did not 
represent the whole country. They 
were elected on sectional issues, and 
largely by sectional hatreds. 
He has 
been i>adly criticised in regard to his 
speeches. They are said to have been 
specially prepared beforehand, with 
immediate reference to what would be 
expected of him iu each eity he was 
about to visit. It does not appear 
that any of these strictures are well 
founded. 
Mr. Cleveland is a pecu­ 
liarly 
practical 
man, 
and 
his 
mind 
is mainly 
turned 
to the 
material interests of the country. 
The temporalities of the people occupy 
a great deal of his attention. 
He 
seems to be well informed as to the 
industries and resources of the cities 
he has visited, and the States he has 
passed through. There is no neces­ 
sary reitson to supjiose from these 
speeches that Mr. Cleveland has been 
making special preparation for them. 
The 
adverse 
press 
has 
had 
much to say regarding the President’s 
ignorance of the country 
west of 
Buffalo. 
He now develops a more in­ 
timate acquaintance with the great 
subject than they gave him credit 
for. 
It is not 
the 
best 
way 
to get out of one lie by telling another. 
Mr. Cleveland is not waving a bloody 
shirt of any sort. His eves ate not in 
the back of his head. 
He is not ad­ 
vertising a grave-yard. We have Bur 
ied our dead with tears and sorrow, 
and we prefer not to disturb their 
slumbers. 
Mr. Cleveland is discuss­ 
ing present interests, live issues, and 
people hear him willingly. 
There is

our market to the disgust of buyer and 
seller.” If the above criticisms are true» 
or half true, they should receive imme­ 
diate attention from the fruit shippers 
of California. The fruit crop of this 
State for 1887 was especially fine, and 
nothing but the best should have 
been shipped. The flavor of Califor­ 
nia pears and peaches is excellent, 
while our grapes are the finest in the 
world. The probability is that this fruit 
was shipped in August, before the 
best grapes are ripe. 
Tlie best pears, 
clingstone peaches and grapes are not 
fit to ship before September.

vitally necessary to ship nothing but 
the choicest fruits, if they desire to 
supply the markets of the Fast.

One 
of our citizens has already been in 
communication with Mr. Spreckles, 
who writes that he has already tleuid- 
ed where to build his first factory, but 
that there will be ten subsidiary plants 
in various parts of the State. 
This is 
the very line of enterprise wo 
mapped out. 
It is quite probahlethat 
there will be at least two central re­ 
fineries to which the crude syrup will 
be shipped from the smaller factories. 
If there are not tw o-at the very 
outset, there certainly will he in a 
short time. 
Now there is no trouble 
for us to get one of those branches of 
the great industry planted here. 
It 
may be only one of the subsidiary 
factories at üret, but if so, in a very 
short time, that will develop into 
something better. 
Probably the best 
method of procedure would be for the 
Board of Trade of this city to hold a 
meeting, anti collocate all the data ob­ 
tainable on the subject of a beet fac­ 
tory i» this city. The markets open­ 
ing to such an industry a4:cessible 
from this center would be one of the 
prinoipal p4>ints to make.

Gen. 81ocum, in his account of 
Bhorinan’s march through the Caro­ 
linas. in theCeniury fur October, gives 
these succinct directions as to the 
destruction of a railway in time of 
war- 
. 
“ A knowledge of the art of building 
railroads íh certainly of more value to 
a country than that of the best means 
of destroying them ; but at this partic­ 
ular time the destruction seemed nec­ 
essary, and the time may again come 
when such work will be 
necessary. 
Lest th i most effectual and expeditious 
method of destroying railroad tracks 
should become one of the lost arts, I 
will here give a few rules for the guid­ 
ance of officers who may in futuro be 
charged wiih this important duty. 
It 
should Imj remembered that these rules 
are the result of long experience and 
close observation. 
A detail of men to 
do the work should lie made on the 
ovening before operations are to com­ 
mence. 
The number to be detailed 
being, 
of 
course, dependent upon 
the 
amount 
of 
work 
to 
be 
done. 
I 
estimate 
that 
one 
thousand men can easily destroy 
about ftve miles of track per day, and 
do it thoroughly. 
Before going out in 
the morning the men should be sup­ 
plied with a good breakfast, for it has 
been discovered that soldiers are 
more efficient at this work, as well as 
on the battlefield, when their stom­ 
achs are full th an when they are 
empty. 
The question as to the food 
to be given the men for breakfast is 
not important, but I suggest roast tur­ 
keys,chickens, fresh eggs ami cofloe,for 
the reason that in an enemy's country 
such a breakfast will cause no un­ 
pleasantness between the commissary 
and the soldiers, inasmuch as the 
commissary will only )e required to 
provide the coffee. In fact, it has 
been uiscovered that an army moving 
through a hostile but fertile country, 
having an efficient corps of foragers 
(vulgarly known in our arm y as bum­ 
mers), requires but few articles of 
food, such as hardtack, coffee, salt 
pepper 
and sugar. 
\o u r detail 
should 
be divided 
into 
three 
sections 
of about 
equal 
num­ 
bers. 
I 
will 
suppose the detail 
to consist of three thousand men. The 
first thing to he done is to reverse 
the relative positions of the ties and 
iron rails, placing the ties up and 
the rails under them . To do this, 
section No. 1, consisting of one thou­ 
sand men is distributed along one 
aide of the track, one man at the end 
of each tie. 
At a given signal each 
man seises a tie, lifts it geotly till it 
assumes a vertical position, and then 
at another signal pushes it forward 
so 
th at 
when 
it 
falls 
the 
ties will he over the rails. Then each 
man loosens his tie from the rail. 
This done, section No. 1 moves for­ 
ward to another portion of the road, 
and section No. 2 advances anil is dis­ 
tributed along the portion of the road 
recently occupied by section No. 1. 
The duty of the second secti m is to 
collect the ties, placing them n piles 
of about thirty ties each—pin e the 
rails 
on 
top 
of 
these 
piles, 
th e ¿enter of each rail being over 
the center of the pile, and then set 
fire to the ties. 
Section No. 2 then 
follows No. 1. 
As soon as the rails 
are sufficiently heated, section No. o 
takes the place of No. 2, ami upon 
this devolves the most important duty, 
viz: The effectual destruction of the 
rail. This sectian should be in com­ 
m and of an efficient officer, who 
will 
see 
that 
tho 
work 
is 
not slighted. 
Unless closely watched 
soldiers will content themselves with 
simplv bemling the rails around trees. 
This should never lie permitted. 
A 
rail which is simply bent can easily bo 
restored to its original shape. 
No rail 
should be regarded as properly treated 
till it has assumed the shape of a 
doughnut; it must not only be bent 
but twisted. 
To do tho 
twisting 
Poe's railroad 
honks 
are 
neces­ 
sary, 
for 
it 
has 
been 
found 
that, the soldiers will not seize the hot 
iron bare-handed. This, however, is 
the only thing looking toward the de­ 
struction of property which I ever 
knew' a man in Sherman’s army to 
decline doing. 
With Poe’s hooks a 
double twist can be given to a rail 
which precludes all hopo of restoring 
it to its former shape except by recast­ 
ing.”

T h e 'T r u t h * f H l i t o r y . 
Mr. G ladstone's declaration th at th e 
h istorv ot th e lri«h U nion h as never 
vet boon rightfully w ritten is certainly 
tru e. 
The dispassionate study of h is­ 
tory, w ith u single view to th e calm 
and accurate record of facts, is com - 
parativelv a m odern idea. 
M ost E ng­ 
lish and A m erican historians h itherto, 
even th e forem ost of th em , h ave been 
m ore or less consciously p artisan , a l­ 
lowing th eir preconceptions a n d p reju ­ 
dices to color th eir record. 
W e read 
M acaulay, for ex am p le, for literary 
enjoym ent, h u t n o t for accurate in ­ 
form ation, an d srill less does an y one 
go to Fronde for facts. 
E ven in th e 
U n ited S tates, w here all history is 
relatively recent, it is only w ithin th e 
p resent generation th a t th a t patient 
com pilation of facts has been u nder­ 
tak en th a t w ill furnish m aterial for 
th e h isto rian vet to com e—“ the T hu­ 
cydides w ho h as not yet m ounted 
above th e horizon.” 
If th is is th e case as regards English 
and A m erican history generally, there 
are special reasons w hy th e history of 
Ireland under E nglish rule has not 
been satisfactorily recorded. 
Irish ­ 
m en could hardly write such a history 
calm ly. 
T hey would feel the wrongs 
of th e ir people too deeply to view the 
subject dispassionately o r to concern 
them selves w ith evidence in detail. 
B esides, the essential records and th e 
literary facilities have been m ainly in 
E nglish hands, am i no E nglishm an 
w ould like to lay bare th e tru th con­ 
cerning Ireland at the close of th e last 
cen tu ry . 
Even Mr. Lecky, who has 
in a rem arkable degree th e scientific 
spirit of the m odern historian anil who 
treats of the relations w ith th e A m eri­ 
can colonies w ith great fairness, broke 
down when he cam e to th is period 
and obviouslv adapted h is record to 
th e Tory politics of the present day. 
Says Mr. G ladstone strongly, in his 
Nineteenth Century article, “ th e stench 
of this sham eful record is too fom lor 
the public, oven after tw o generations 
have passed away.

Ping th e given nam e, and 
W ing ( ’hiiig the tribal nam e, but they 
called him th e Sai San P ak Sek Tow 
W ong, which m eans “ th e god of th e 
w hite-stone m ountain on th e w est.” 
8o Chan Ping is his proper nam e, 
an d any C hinam an who belongs to 
th e C han fam ily lias a perfect right to 
claim him as his ancestor. 
It is im possible to find his age, but 
from th e year in which th e H on dy­ 
nasty was established to th e present is 
2290 years exactly. 
W hile C hau Ping was yet in office 
th e em peror died and left a youug 
w idowed em press, the m ost beautiful 
w om an in th e land. 
Now C han Ping w as also a very 
handsom e m an—some say th e han d ­ 
som est in all C hina—and soon his ap­ 
pearance excited, th e-lovo-ef- th e cm 
press widow. 
W hen C han P ing becam e aware of 
the im proper affection of th e em press, 
w hat d o you suppose he did ? H e m u­ 
tilated ins face before he en tered court.

prosperous, and w hen he died the peo­ 
ple all thought th a t he m ust surely 
have gone above to be a god of heav­ 
en. to assist the Alm ighty in sending 
blessings to earth.

Special Agenta Levoin, Hussey and 
Finley boarded the Havre steamer La 
Gascogne Sunday at Quarantine, and 
% she came up the bay kept a brig t 
i j.juout fur signs of smuggling. 11 e 
actions of Miss M. Kennedy, of Hor­ 
ton, aroused their suspicions, uml the 
agents devoted a good deal of atten­ 
tion to the lady and Joseph Melville, 
another passenger, with whom she 
seemed to lie on excellent terms. 
When the steamer reached her pier 
Melville’s trunk was put through the 
usual examination, and was passed. 
When Inspectress Laura Morgan’s 
attention was attracted away from 
her. the agents say, M'hm Kennedy 
deftly pulled t vo silk dresses from 
her trunk and threw them over .Mel­ 
ville’s luegage. Then she brought up 
a long Hat paj>er box, which liad l»oen 
resting under the gowns, and thrust 
it lielund her friend’s trunk. It wah 
quickly done, but the agents saw it 
all, and when Miss Morgan began to 
investigate the Bostonian’s baggage 
they saw Melville trying to conceal 
the two dresses and the long box in 
his own trunk. The agents promptly 
seized Miss Kennedy’s etFects. 
The paper box was opened. The 
top layer of the contents was made up 
of folds of satin, und when that was 
removed, four ball dress patterns 
were found. 
They were of lace, 
beautifully embroidered—the finest 
auality of goods, and worth many 
dollars a yard. The two silk dresses 
were nothing remarkable, as far as 
outside appearances went, but w ithin 
they proved to he very unusually con­ 
st runted gowns, for between the silk 
and the ordinary lining was another 
of a costly sort. It was made up of 
valuable lace dress goods, broeaded 
in bullion, scarlet silk, and other 
trifles, that require lung purses and 
credit to possess. 
Miss Kennedy 
wore a petticoat that was a petticoat 
and something more. It was made 
up of three lino silk dress patterns, 
basted together. Where the extem­ 
porized garment was narrowest there 
were eight thicknesses of silk. One 
of the dress patterns was green in 
color, the seeoiut maroon, the third 
the agents described as London smoke 
in tint. 
Miss Kennedy’s traveling equip­ 
ment consisted of three trunkH and a 
case. 
Her declaration on the lot 
covered goods worth $1660. 
The 
trunks and case were seal to the pub­ 
lic stores for appraisement and the 
other goods carried off to the Treasury 
Agent’s office. 
From the invoices 
Miss Kennedy had witti her she aj>- 
pears to have made her purchases for 
a Miss Powers, also a Bostonian. No 
appraisement of the seized goods has 
yet been made, but the worth of the 
whole importation is estimated at 
from $6090 to $8090. Miss Kennedy 
is said by the agents to have taken 
her trouble very coolly. She appeared 
to be about 40 years old. The officers 
believe that she is a dressmaker. No 
attempts to detain her or her friend, 
Mr. Melville, were made. The statute 
under which the seizure was made 
Í>rovides that the goods shall be f<»r- 
eited, and that the offender may be 
fined from $50 to $5000 or be impris­ 
oned for twfo years or less, or both. 
The law also covers the case of persons 
assisting in the smuggling. 
Another seizure reported waB that 
of forty-eight yards of woolen goods 
concealed in dresses and skirts in the 
trunk of Mrs. Stevens, a passenger on 
the City of Richmond. Mrs. Anna 
Krone, a passenger on the Wieland, 
had china, l>ea Is, upholstery, linen, 
pocketbooks, silk, lace, etc., in her 
trunk, and some dress gooda sewed in 
her skirts. * 
Miss C. Dreyer, of Pittsburg, who 
came from Kuropo in the steamer La 
Gaseogne, called at the custom lio ise 
yesterday for information about $J00 
worth of dutiable goods found in her 
trunk and seized. Miss Dreyer said 
that she did not know that the goods 
were dutiable, and other ladies on the 
steamer told her that she need not 
declare them.—iNew York Times.
